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Clinton says Roosevelt 
would support efforts 
to strengthen education

WARM SPRINGS, Ga. 
Celebrating the legacy of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt at his “Little White 
House,” President Clinton said 
Wednesday that FDR would have 
been on his side in fighting efforts to 
cut aid for the needy or retreat from 
America’s obligations abroad. 

Marking the 50th anniversary of 
Roosevelt’s death, Clinton said the 
key to raising Americans’ stagnant 
wages is through education. He 
warned Republicans he will not sign 
any tax-cut bill unless it helps pay the 
costs of education. 

“Education is the fault line in 
America today,” Clinton said in his 
most direct statement yet on what 
he’ll demand in a tax bill. “Those 
who have it are.doing well in the 
global economy. Those who don’t are 
not doing well.” 

Clinton spoke in front of the white 
clapboard cottage in Warm Springs, 
where Roosevelt sought relief from 
the paralysis of polio and where, on 
April 12, 1945, he died of a cerebral 
hemorrhage at age 63. 

“He led us from the depths of eco- 
nomic despair through a Depression, 
to victory in the war, to the threshold 
of the promise of the postwar 
America he unfortunately never lived 
to see,” Clinton said. 

It was Clinton’s first trip to Warm 
Springs, and he said he’d always 
wanted to visit the memorial to one of 
America’s greatest political leaders. 
“My grandfather thought he was 
going to go to Roosevelt when he 
died,” the president told reporters on 
Air Force One. 

Framed by the white pillars on the 
front porch of Roosevelt’s Little 


White House, Clinton said FDR 


. would have welcomed the debate 


about the role of government, in 
which many Republicans are trying to 
dismantle the liberal foundation that 
he laid. 

“And so I believe if President 
Roosevelt were here, he would say, 
‘Let’s have a great old-fashioned 
debate about the role of government 
and let’s make it less bureaucratic and 
more flexible,’” Clinton said. 

He said Roosevelt would say. “Let’s 
put a sense of independence back into 
our welfare system.’ 

But he would also say, ‘Let’s not 
forget that what really works in life is 
when people get a hand up, not a 
handout; when Americans go up or 
down together.” 

Clinton worried that if Roosevelt 
were alive today, “he would see, 
indeed, a country encrusted with cyni- 
cism.” 

“He would see an insensitivity on 
the part of people who say, ‘Well, I 
made it, and why should I help any- 
oneclsea eee 

“That was not Franklin Roosevelt. 
He was not cynical, he was not angry, 
he was not insensitive, he did not 
believe in division and he certainly 
was not confused.” 

Noting the tax-cut fever in 
Washington, Clinton said, “We have 
to worry about how much and who 
gets it and what for. We should not do 
it if we have to cut education. We 
should not do it if we have to explode: 
the deficit. = ¢: 

Asserting that education is the key 
to lifting Americans’ income, Clinton 
said, “That’s why I say if we’re going 
to have a tax cut, we must give people 
some tax relief for the cost of educa- 
tion?

Children say faith in God helps them cope in ailing world

Children throughout the nation are 
turning to God for support while 
growing up in a world full of violence 
and immorality. 

Academics and psychologists have 
traditionally dismissed the faith of 
children but new research shows evi- 
dence that faith is a critical part of 
children’s everyday lives. 

These children have a spiritual 
understanding of God that goes 
beyond Sunday School teachings to a 
personal God that helps them cope 
with life. 

Several studies like one done at 
Tufts University have found that per- 
sonal faith contributes to the mental 
health and self-esteem of children. 

Six-year-old Hayley Nielsen said 
God answers her prayers. 

“Sometimes I ask to bless my family 
and missionaries,” Nielsen said. 


“He helps me in my school work,” 
he said. 

Children at BYU’s preschool don’t 
talk about religion as part of their cur- 
riculum, but 
according to 
preschool adminis-’ 
trator Sharon Lay, 
the children some- 
times bring it up. 

“Sometimes in 
informal discus- 
sions a child will

Lay said. 

Lay said another 
time church might

rings for show and tell, but the chil- 
dren don’t talk about God most of the 
time. 

“Church is church, and school is 
school,” Lay said.

Chrysler Corp. faces Iacocca takeover 


DETROIT — Chrysler Corp.’s biggest shareholder and former Chairman Lee 
Iacocca teamed up Wednesday to make a stunning $22.8 billion cash takeover 
offer for the No. 3 automaker. 

The $55-a-share proposal from casino-entertainment billionaire Kirk 
Kerkorian and Iacocca was more than 40 percent above Tuesday’s closing 
stock price. It would be the biggest American corporate acquisition since the 
$25/billion takeover of tobacco-food conglomerate RJR Nabisco Inc. six years 
ago. 

The group, organized by Kerkorian’s Las Vegas-based Tracinda Corp., is 
offering to buy the 90 percent of Chrysler stock not already owned by Tracinda. 

Clirysler common stock closed at $39.25 a share Tuesday on the New York 
Stock Exchange. Today, trading in the shares opened late because of a rash of 
buy‘orders; by 11 a.m., Chrysler stock was at $49.25 a share, up $10. 

Inia statement, Chrysler said it expected to receive a letter from Tracinda, for- 
mally proposing the buyout, later today or Thursday. It noted that Tracinda has 
yet to retain an investment banker or commitments for financing. 

The automaker said it would review the buyout offer when it is formally 
made.

Clinton aims to prevent spy scandals 


WASHINGTON — Trying to avert another spy scandal, the Clinton adminis- 
trption is ready to require nearly 3 million people with access to government 
secrets, let investigators examine their bank statements, credit histories and for- 
eign travel records. 

The draft presidential order also would, for the first time, prohibit the denial 
of security clearances solely because a federal or industry employee is homo- 
séxual or has had mental health counseling. 

The move giving investigators access to financial records was expected. If 
signed as anticipated by President Clinton in the near future, it would imple- 
mient the Intelligence Authorization Act enacted after last year’s exposure of 
CIA official Aldrich Ames as a spy for Moscow. 

Congress insisted on specific financial investigations after learning that CIA 
se¢urity officers ignored lavish spending by Ames, whose salary was about 
$70,000.

It is the 
tallegation that racial tensions are surfacing within the jury that should 
worry him. If Harris’ comments about race prove to be accurate, Ito 
should move quickly to ensure that jurors understand the proper role — 
if any — that race will play in this case. . 

The Harris incident has also raised legitimate concerns about the fatigue

November, and the sometimes ridiculously meticulous process of jury 


selection. 


If Harris is telling the truth, she did the right thing by talking to the 


press.

Utah students would benefit 
from better support of arts 


I am writing because I feel I have no choice. 
I have devoted my entire life — as an educa- 
tor and an artist — to the creation and protec- 
tion of culture. “Culture” is not a fashionable 
word to most 21st century Americans. We 
may not agree on what it means. We may not 
even know what it is. But we will certainly 
know when we lose it. We are witnessing the 
annihilation of culture as we know it. 

The annihilation of culture takes on very 
recognizable forms: abdication of individual 
civic responsibility, as was the case in ancient 
Greece; unbounded 
indulgence in sex, 
power and violence, as 
happened in ancient 
Rome; the failure of 
genuine spiritual or 
political leadership, as 
happened in the Middle 
Ages; the rapid growth 
of a massive uneducated underclass, as hap- 
pened before the Industrial and Bolshevik rev- 
olutions; and the suppression of intellectual 
‘inquiry and artistic freedom that characterized 
the Inquisition, Nazi Germany and our own 
McCarthy era. 

America, 1995. Utah, 1995. We have all the 
symptoms: widespread disrespect for law, 
unleashed appetites for sex and brutality, lack 
of a spiritual center and a rapidly growing 
underclass, disadvantaged socially, economi- 
cally and educationally. In spite of the dedi- 
cated efforts of parents and teachers, some of 
our young people’s lives are spiraling down- 
ward in ignorance, ugliness and despair. They 
naturally strike back with revenge and vio- 
lence. 
| If things continue as they are, in a few years 
we won't need to worry about getting people 
into museums; instead, we will need to lock 
the doors — so they won’t destroy the art. A 
few years ago, J.M. Coetzee, a South African 
novelist, wrote a book entitled “Waiting for 
the Barbarians.” He concluded, as some of us 
have, that we won’t have to wait much longer. 

Recently, the Utah Legislature passed a res- 
olution in favor of reinstilling values in Utah 
institutions. We all know that no one can leg- 
islate values, but we can legislate support for 
activities that carry values, that encourage val- 
ues — in other words, activities that regener- 
ate the human soul.

tion in our schools and lifelong participation 
in the arts in society. 

Albert Einstein once stated: “The significant 
problems we have cannot be solved at the 
same level of thinking we were at when we 
created them.” Even to articulate the problems 
facing education and the arts in Utah requires 
a quantum leap in thinking. Utah’s legislative 
expenditures on the arts totalled just 0.012 
percent of the total state budget. Yet, every 
dollar spent on the arts leverages $11 to $26 
in federal and private money. Numerous stud- 
ies prove that the arts 
in the curriculum 
increase students 
overall academic per- 
formance; yet in most 
Utah schools, the arts 
core curriculum is not 
being implemented as 
mandated by the State 
Board of Education. 

Statistics argue for the arts as a social force, 
particularly for giving youngsters alternatives 
to gang membership, substituting creative 
expression for violence, and providing the 
underprivileged with a renewed sense of self- 
worth. At the same time, funding for the arts 
has‘never been more precarious. 

The arts at once create and preserve the cul- 
ture. They are a direct measure of what a civi- 
lization —— what Utah — values, and the only 
permanent documentation that we existed at 
all. 

Art is the journey from one heart into anoth- 
er’s. We may not understand or like the jour- 
ney. It may sound crashingly dissonant, as it 
does in some contemporary music, or proudly 
majestic, as it does in our Baroque classics. It 
may look disturbing or even chaotic, as it does 
in some contemporary abstract painting, or it 
may be tender and spiritual, as in our greatest 
religious art. 

Art takes us places we cannot go any other 
way. Art makes us grow in directions we can- 
not grow in any other way. Stabilizing the arts 
in Utah will, in a very real sense, help to sta- 
bilize society, bringing light to a darkening 
future, bringing hope to a world so in need of 
healing.

Proficiency test 
offers proof of 
Spanish mastery

Proof of Spanish proficiency is now 
available through a test offered by the 
Spanish Ministry of Education. 

Selected by the Ministry as the first 
site in the Mountain West to give the 
exam, BYU will be host to any stu- 
dent or faculty member who would 
like an official certificate declaring 
knowledge of the Spanish language. 

“The test is becoming more useful 
all the time,” said Thomas Mathews, 
assistant professor of Spanish. “This 
is especially true for people who don’t 
have a degree in Spanish but want to 
prove to an employer they know the 
language.” 

The Spanish test, or the Diplomas 
de Espanol como Lengua Extranjera, 
includes a three-hour grammar, writ- 
ing and reading section, Mathews 
said. At the conclusion of the test, a 
15-minute oral interview takes place. 

This exam is beneficial for those 
who need to know their Spanish level, 
those who need a certificate to prove 
their level of Spanish, those in a 
workplace that requires a diploma 
proving accreditation in Spanish and 
those who want an international cer- 
tificate which is valid around the 
world. 

The test has been offered in 36 
countries and 95 cities around the 
world. 

“The (test) is becoming more well 
known in the United States as more 
peopie take it,’ Mathews said. “In 
Europe this test is very well known.” 

Last fall the test was available at 
BYU for the first time. This spring 
will be the second opportunity in the 
year for students to take the test, 
Mathews said. 

Although there are two different lev- 
els of tests offered, Diploma Basico 
and Diploma Superior, only the 


Diploma Basico will be given this _ 


spring. 

The exam will be given May 20.

“German ought to be a dead lan- 
guage because only the dead have 
time to learn it,” Cracroft quoted 
Twain as saying.

Elder Porter said it was a great 
opportunity to be called by President 
Hinckley, whom he has always 
admired greatly. 

Elder Porter will finish teaching this 
semester and complete unfinished 
projects and paperwork. 

Being in the Quorum of the Seventy 
is “essentially a full-time commit- 
ment,” Elder Porter said. 

“I don’t expect to do any other 
thing, but will be consecrating my 
time to the Lord fully,” he said. 

He will be serving in an area presi- 
dency in Frankfurt, Germany. He 
served a mission in Germany and later 
returned there with his family. 

Elder Porter said he has been very 
impressed with the humility and 
devotion of the Seventies. 


“They are willing to go anywhere . 


and do anything,” Elder Porter said. 
“They are completely devoted.” 

Though Elder Porter has served as a 
bishop, branch president and was 
serving in the BYU First Stake presi- 
dency when he was called, he said he 
feels inexperienced compared to the 
others members of the quorum.

Cracroft said it is Twain’s study of 
German that produces his ironic view 
of the world. 

“Twain’s irony shows the clash 
between seems and is ... appearance 
and reality,’ Cracroft said. 

As an avid reader of the German 
language, Twain’s irony combines 
with characterization of Germans in 
the West and on the Mississippi River 
in several of his works, Cracroft said. 

Twain’s German influences appear 
throughout his writing, regardless of 
the awe, complexity, frustration and 
challenge of the German language, 
Cracroft said. 

“German was a lurking entity wait- 
ing to discomfort Twain,” Cracroft 
said. Cracroft then quoted Twain’s 
personal view of the language as “an 
insane tongue.” 


“T feel a great sense of responsibility 
to represent the Church and the Lord 
well,” said Elder Porter, facing five 
years of full-time church service.

He said he feels like his wide-rang- 
ing experiences have all helped pre- 
pare him with many chances to 
“understand the peoples of the world 
better.”

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Winget shrugs off 
big leagues for now, 
to BYU’s benefit

As the BYU baseball team heads 
into its weekend series with Utah, the 
Cougars have a freshman to partially 
thank for their league leading 8-1 
record — Brad Winget. 

Winget is the 6-4, 210-pound hitting 
sensation from Murray that is taking 
Cougar Field (and the rest of the 
WAC) by storm. Winget is leading the 
team in batting (.408), runs scored 
(39), hits (53), home runs (8) and 
RBIs (43). He has a .487 on-base 
average and is 5-5 in stolen bases. Not 
too bad for a freshman. 

His baseball success seemed des- 
tined from the beginning. 

“T’ve been playing baseball ever 
since I can remember,” said Winget. 
“My parents say that I was hitting a 
sock ball around when I was one or 
two.

Coming out of high school, it was 
clear that Winget wasn’t just the run- 
of-the-mill ball player. While at 
Murray High, Winget was named to 
the all-league and all-state teams in 
both baseball and basketball, while 
helping his team become league 
champions in both sports. He was also 
named the Utah Gatorade Player of 
the Year in baseball. And before he 
left Murray, he had set prep records 
for home runs, RBIs and batting aver- 
age. 

Coming out of high school, Winget 
was recruited by BYU and by several 
of Utah’s junior colleges. Throughout 
the nation, universities like 
Pepperdine, Notre Dame, Stanford 
and Georgia Tech showed interest in 
Winget. But he only went on one 
recruiting trip — to Provo. 

Winget said the deciding factors to 
come to BYU were that it was close 
to home, it had a good program and 
comfortable atmosphere. Winget also 
said BYU presents him with the 
Opportunity to serve a mission if he so 
chooses. He will turn 19 on April 30. 

Winget was drafted out of high

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Church attendance varies 
during Easter holiday

For most adults Easter is more than 
a holiday when the, Easter Bunny 
shows up and hides eggs for everyone 
— it is also a religious occasion to 
celebrate the resurrection of Christ. 

While there are still eggs to hide and 
baskets to fill, many choose to cele- 
brate their Easter in a religious way 
by attending church. Many churches 
have special programs to celebrate 
Easter by incorporating more music 
and centering the talks around 
Christ’s Resurrection. 

Some might think there is a signifi- 
cant difference in the attendance at 
church on Easter Sunday, yet reli- 
gious leaders in the Provo/Orem area 
agree that any difference in atten- 
dance is mostly due to people going 
home for the holiday. 

Bishop Larry Hall of the Edgemont 
7th Ward of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints attributed 
the increased attendance in his ward 
to people coming home to visit grand- 
parents for Easter. Hall said his ward 
is “extremely active,” so ward mem- 
bers who attend on Easter are usually 
there on other Sundays as well. 

Pastor Curtis of the Provo Bible 
Church said that he did not see a great 
difference in Easter church attendance 
because of the high commitment-level 
of the participants. 

“People who come are generally 
very faithful,’ said Curtis. “It’s not the 
popular thing to do” to participate in a 
non-LDS religion in this community. 


Curtis said there was more of a dif- 
ference outside Utah because the 
commitment level is not as high.» 

Pastor Bruce Gardner of the First 
Baptist Church said that they have 
had a number of people come to their 
Easter services that they have never 
seen before. He speculated that this 
was because people remember Christ 
more on Easter because it is a day of 
“spiritual rejoicing of the gift of God: 
of life.” 

Gardner said while it is important 
not to forsake assembling together 
weekly, Easter is probably one of the 
most exciting Sundays because it is a 
celebration of Christ and there is. a 
special program with more music than 
usual and a special in-depth look at 
Easter. 

“Tf I had to go one Sunday a year, 


_ that’s the one I’d pick,” he said. 


Pastor Roberson of the Victory 
Baptist Church said there isa 
decrease in his congregation’s atten- 
dance on Easter Sunday. 

He attributed this to the fact that 
many of his members are not original- 
ly from Utah and many travel home 
for the holidays. 

Since he only has two senior citi- 
zens as members of his congregation, 
he doesn’t have many people come to 
visit their grandmas’ houses. 

Roberson said that when he used to 
work in the Midwest there was always 
an increased attendance on Easter. 
However, he said it is important to 
attend church every Sunday — after 
all, Christ wasn’t just an Easter- 
Sunday Christian.

The pagan holiday introduced rab- 
bits and colored eggs.

Early Christians, many of whom 
were former pagans, incorporated 
their pagan traditions with the reli- 
gious ones of the Christian Passover, 
when Christians observe the resurrec- 
tion of Jesus Christ, Wilde wrote. 

The religious holiday was celebrated 
on the fourteenth day of the Jewish 
month Nisan (April 6), which was the 
day after the Jewish Passover when 
Christ rose: from the dead. Christians 
celebrate theirs on the new law which 
Christ instituted at the Last Supper 
based on the principles of repentance 
and the Atonement, according to 
Wilde’s compilation. 

Jews celebrate the Passover as 
taught by the Law of Moses, which 
included the law of sacrifice. They

change our Christmas to April 6? In a 
sense, his birth and his death are at 
this time of year. If we wanted to 
make a radical departure, we would 
celebrate both,’ Ogden said. “We 
don’t do this maybe because none of 
our prophets have received a revela- 
tion that we need to.” 

Christmas is basically a standard- 
ized date throughout the world. 
“Christmas was one thing we could

One area of division between 
Christian denominations is when 
Easter should be celebrated. 

“At the time of the apostles, 
although they recognized the 
Resurrection and celebrated the 
Resurrection, the Church was still 
very Jewish. Because the 
Resurrection occurred at the same 
time as Passover, many Jewish- 


would sacrifice a large animal and 
celebrate the end of the Passover with 
a large feast. 

Christ died during the Passover, 
which Christians believe is the ulti- 
mate sacrifice, completing the Law of 
Moses. The new law no longer 
involved the sacrifice of animals but a 
personal sacrifice of prayer and fast- 
ing. 

Other observances which are associ- 
ated with Easter include those cele- 
brated mostly by Catholics. 

The Christian observances include 
Palm Sunday, which is one week 
before Easter and the day that Christ 
was welcomed into Jerusalem; Holy 
Week, which begins on Palm Sunday; 
Holy Thursday, or Maundy Thursday, 
is in memory of the Last Supper; and 
Good Friday observes the crucifixion. 

Ash Wednesday, another obser- 
vance, is the beginning of Lent, a 40- 
day fast. On this day, people put ashes 
on their foreheads in the shape of a 
cross as a sign of humility and 
penance. The ashes are made from the 
branches of brushwood, which are 
sifted, cleaned and given a special 
blessing the previous year on Palm 


Sunday, Wilde wrote. 

Very devout Christians do not eat 
anything during the 40 days of Lent 
except on Sundays, when it is forbid- 
den to fast. Others do not actually fast 
but just abstain from eating meat and 
engage in a period of penitence and 
self-denial, she wrote. 

There is some debate among experts 
as to the days of the week when 
Christ was crucified and resurrected. 

Some say he died on Friday at 3 
p.m., was quickly embalmed before 
the Jewish Sabbath on Saturday and 
rose from the tomb on Sunday morn- 
ing before people came to finish the 
embalming, according to Wilde. 

Others say he died on Wednesday at 
3 p.m. and rose in the afternoon on 
Saturday so he would be gone on 
Sunday morning before anyone 
arrived. They claim the Sabbath 
referred to in the scriptures was the 
Annual Sabbath, which was on a 
Thursday the year Christ died, 
according to Wilde. The latter theory 
assumes Christ rose exactly three 
days after his death, where the former 
explains a period of three “days” but 
not complete 24-hour periods. 


“Christmas is at a time when we 
need to be cheered up and it helps us 
to get through that gloomy time of 
year,” said David Stevens, a sopho- 
more from Holden, Utah, majoring in 
microbiology. “Easter is during the 
spring when it is already a happy 
time.” ; 

“Christmas for many people is in the 
middle of winter and a celebration,” 
Holzapfel said. “People need a 
break.” 

“The commercialism of Christmas 
has a big effect,” Holzapfel said. 
“Employers also give their employees 
bonuses at the end of the year. This is 
a ploy to have the market economy

For example, there is a tradition that 
the story of Jonah and the whale was 
a prophecy of what would happen to 
Christ. The Old Testament says that 
Jonah was in the belly of a “big fish” 
for three days and then was spit out 
onto the land. Jesus Christ lay dead 
for three days and then was resurrect- 
ed on the third day. 

Another Easter tradition tells of how 
the red robin got its red breast. 
Sechrist said, “On the way to Calvary, 
a little robin noted that a thorn had 
pierced the forehead of Christ, caus- 
ing it to bleed. So he flew down and 
plucked out the thorn.” 

As the robin pulled out the thorn, a 
drop of Christ’s blood fell on the little 
bird’s breast, staining it red. From 
then on, all robins have red breasts as 
a reminder that one of them was kind 
to Jesus. 

A final interesting and ancient tradi- 
tion is the belief that lion cubs were 
born dead.’ After the cubs were three 
days old, it was believed that the 
lioness breathed on them and brought 
them to life. The lion was a symbol of 
Easter, signifying the death and resur- 
rection of Christ. 

Easter is full of such symbols and 
traditions. The symbols all celebrate 
the resurrection of Jesus Christ and 
the coming of spring.

Easter eggs a big part 
of worldwide traditions

From Albania to Scotland to Provo, 
‘Easter eggs, a symbol of new life, are 
a prominent part of Easter traditions, 
offering a variety of ideas to enhance 
any celebration. 

; Germans were the first to make an 
|Easter egg tree. People cut a tiny hole 
jat each end of an egg and gently blow 
lout the inside. The eggs are then dec- 
jorated and hung from tree branches 
iwith a bright ribbon. 
| The German settlers in Pennsylvania 
jbrought the custom to America, 
jaccording to Aileen Fisher in 
| Easter”. 
| In Germany, carrying a green egg in 
jone’s pocket on Holy Thursday — 
|the day Jesus washed the feet of his 
; disciples and commanded them to do 
| likewise — is considered good luck. 
' Presents are concealed in imitation 
| Easter eggs in Germany and Austria. 
| Easter eggs are used in many coun- 
| tries for games. 
It is not unusual to see a ball game 
; in Scotland. Foreigners may, however, 
; be amused to watch a game on Easter 
| when hard boiled eggs are used in 
| place of balls. 
| James Madison, the fourth president 
; of the United States, started the 
; famous egg-rolling party on the lawn 
| of the White House. Hundreds of chil- 
! dren wait Easter morning for the 
| President’s wife to begin the festivi- 
ties. 
i As the eggs roll on the lawn they 
; crash into each other and crack. The 
; winner is the last one to have his or 
| her egg crack. The tradition came 
| from Norway and Germany. 

“On Easter Monday the boys in 
Czechoslovakia make fancy, decorat- 
| ed willow whips and switch the girls 
with them!” according to “It’s Time 
For Easter,” by Elizabeth Hough 
Sechrist and Janette Woolsey. “This is 
supposed to bring good luck to the 
girls, so they reward the boys with 
gaily decorated eggs.” 

In some countries in Europe, deco- 
rating eggs has been a great art for 


meee 


many years. 

In Poland and Yugoslavia, designs 
are first painted on the eggs with 
beeswax. Later color is added, leaving 
the beeswax design clear. 

In Russia, people decorate ezgs of 
crystal and gold in their homes. 
Sometimes jewels are added to the 
ornate holiday decorations. 

The English write messages on 
some of their eggs and send them to 
friends and family. 

People living in the countryside in 
Europe creatively decorated their eggs 
with natural resources. They used 
such things as onion skins, herb 


juices, various species of flowers and 


boiled, colored cloth. 

Some eggs are colored black in 
Yugoslavia. The black eggs are:placed 
on the graves of departed family 
members. 

Red is the favorite color to decorate 
eggs in the Ukraine and Romania. 
The red eggs are used to give all the 
little girls rosy cheeks for the holiday. 

Ukrainians carry eggs during the 
holiday to greet one another. As 
friends pass onthe street they knock 
their eggs together. 

The kmocking says; “Christ is 
risen!” Broken shells are saved and 
cast upon the waters to honor the 
dead. 

Eggs are taken to church every 
Easter in Italy for the priest to bless 
them. Once the eggs are blessed, they 
are placed in the center of the dinning 
table. There are not just a few eggs 
blessed and set out, but many — up to 
200. 

A large number of eggs are neces- 
sary because at least one is given to 
every person who visits the house- 
hold. On such a holiday as Easter, 
hundreds of visitors could stop by. 

There are many uses for eggs during 
the Easter holiday, but they all come 


back to the egg’s representation of

“They say it’s easier to get into 
heaven than into Foundry Church,” 


joked Bill Weber, a longtime church 
member who greets people at the 
door. 

But the security is necessary. Police 
once found a gun in a pile of bags and 
blankets outside the church — a home 
for the homeless a few feet from the 
church steps. 

Once inside the church, the Clintons 
sit in a pew near the front. Secret 
Service agents sit directly behind 
them and throughout the church.
